„Another thing I Want to say is that the 
company had better not try any more sly 
tricks. It must not come sneaking around 
like a thief in the night. If it does the loss 
of life that will surely result will be on its 
own head.”’ 


Not to Be Trifled With. 


Henry Andrews, a puddler, who lives in a 
hamlet of steel workers a mile from the 
works, said the men would remain orderly so 
long as the company did not attempt to land 
Pinkerton men or to bring in “ black sheep.”’ 
They would see to it that no property about 
the mills was destroyed. But we are not in 
a mood to be trifled with,’’ he continued with 
a vicious smile. The funerals of our com- 
rades have not tended to soften the hatred we 
have towards Pinkerton brutes. If you have 
eyes you can see the men are at a point where 
one slight move is liable to set 
the fire a-going. Once it gets start- 
ed and God alone knows where it 
will stop. I consider myself a 
law-abiding, peaceable citizen, but I am in 
no mood at present to see a lot of murderers 
come in here and drive me from the home 
I have toiled to build. It is all very well for 
the outside world to sit by and say a man, a 
company, or a monopoly has the right to pay 
such wages as it pleases, that if we are not 
satisfied with the offer we can quit and let 
others take our places, that we must not at- 
tempt to take the law in our hands, and all 
that; but let the wise people place themselves 
as we are placed—a home partly paid for, a 
family to support and educate, for we do wn 
cate our little ones—and let them imagine a 
corporation eager to increase its millions 
come in and cut down their earnings to a point 
where the home must be foreclosed on a 
mortgage the children must starve.

Precautions Against Surprise. 


A search-light is to be placed on top of the 
building occupied by the strikers.

GOV, PATTISON REFUSES TO CALL 
OUT THE TROOPS. 


He Says the Sheriff of Alleghany County 
Has Not Done His Duty and No Troops 
Will Be Ordered to Homestead Until a 
Greater Emergency Exists—The Sheriff 
Says He Will Goto the Town Today and 
Attempt to Take Charge, but He Ex- 
pects to Get Thrown Out in Short Order. 

Hargissune, Pa., July 7.—[Special. |—The 
Sheriff of Allegheny County seems determined 
to force Gov. Pattison into calling out the 
troops to go to the scene of the strike at 
Homestead, but he will fail. 

This morning the Governor received several 
private dispatches from Pittsburg and Home- 
stead to the effect that everything was quiet 
and there was no evidence of disposition to 
be disorderly on the part of the strikers. 
There was nothing official. One of the tele- 
grams wes from the Burgess of Homestead, 
who said there was no occasion to call 
out the troops. as the people are 
orderly and keeping the peace. The Burgess 
also said he would be here tomorrow to see 
the Governor and have a conference with him 
on the situation. 

This afternoon Gov. Pattison received a 
telegram from Sheriff McCleary of Alleghany 
County in which he said that the arms of the 
Pinkertons are in the possession of the riot- 
ers, that the Carnegie works are held by a 
large force of strikers, and any attempt on the 
part of the civil authorities to dispossess them 
will be met with resistance. Sheriff McCleary 
he had issued asummons to 
the citizens to attend this morning to aid in 
restoring order, ana also sent a large number 
of notices to individuals summoning them to 
attend at the same time. Up to noqu today 
but thirty-five fersons had reported, all with- 
out arms. He has notified those who reported 
to appear tomorrow morning and will serve 
notices to others. 

The Sheriff says he is satisfied from present 
indications that he will be unable to obtain 
any considerable force, and the force thus 
gathered without discipline and arms will be 
of no use whatever. As soon as any effort is 
made to take possession of the property 
another outbreak will occur. 

Pattison is Angry. 

This dispatch from the Sheriff was but a 
repetition of those sent yesterday admitting 
that he had utterly failed to do his duty as 
provided by law, and it angered the Governor, 
Adjutant-General Greenland, who had been at 
his department all day, was called to the Ex- 
ecutive Departinent and after a long consulta- 
tion was sent to Pittsburg. It is understood 
that the Adjutaut-General is to call upon the 
Sheriff tomorrow morning and convey to him 
politely the Governor's opinion that he 
is shirking his plain duty and that he 
cannot hope for military aid until be has done 
his duty. The Adjutant-General will proba- 
bly be the judge as to whether the Sheriff has 
exhausted his powers, and, being in direct 
communigation with the Governor, when that 
time arrives he will at once inform the Chief 
Executive. 

Gov. Pattison said tonight to Taz Trisune 
correspondent that as yet he sees no reason to 
cail out the troops. 

Why,“ said the Governor, the Sheriff of 
Alleghany County has not done a single 
thing. He has negiected his duty, 
and every citizen of Alleghany County 
knows it He has sent out a 
few reqvests for people to become members

He can easily get a posse. Where are the 
100,000 voters of Alleghany County? Where 
are the old soldiers or the members of the 
National Guard? The guards are not on duty 
now and the Sheriff can summon the individ- 
ual members. They are citizens of his baili- 
wick and are under his summons. 


No Attempt te Start the Works, 

Another point is that thus far no attempt 
bas been made to start the Carnegie works. 
Mr. Frick has said that they are closed and 
thus far no attempt has been made to put men 
at work. If the military were called out all 
they could do would be to go on police duty 
at the works and there is no telling when 
they would be released. Probably not for 
several months and all the expense of the 
State, with a great loss of time to the soldiers 
and the jeopardizing of the situations ot those 
who are employed. 

It is not the duty of the soldiers to do po- 
lice work. They cannot be calied out as pri- 
vate watchmen for the Carnegie works. The 
Sheriff’s posse should be of such a size as 
would prevent any necessity for other than 
ordinary watchmen duty by the employés of 
the firm. Thus far the only people who tried 
to get into the mill was an armed force. 
I have been asked to issue a proclamation 
against the invasion of the State by 
an armed force gathered here and there in 
various States, But I do not see the necessity 
for it. I think the whole trouble will be 
settled amicably when the people of Allegheny 
County come to realize thas the civil authori- 
ties must settie it without the interference of 
the military. There is astrange indifference 
now, but there must come the reaction that 
will set reflective citizens to thinking, and 
then matvers will be adjusted satisfactorily. 

“In 1877 it was not the military 
that enforced orde in Allegheny 
o unty during the railroad — riots, 
It was the civil authorities which came 
to their senses eventually and interfered 
as they should have done at first. Iam of 
the opinion that there would. not have been 
a drop of blood shed if the proposition had 


been accepted to let the locked-out men guard 


the premises. 
The Governor will not. go to .Homestead. 
He sees no occasion for his presence as long 


as the Sheriff has not exhausted his powers 


and hopes for a peaceable settlement of the

BE SAYS HE WILL ACT TODAY. 


Sheriff McCleary Announces that He Will 
Move ou Homestead. 


Prrrspure, Pa., July 7.—|Special.]—The 
office of the Sheriff was a study this morning. 


] In response to the proclamation of the high 


county official and in obedience to personal 
summonses for posse duty 500 citizens were 
on hand, but not for duty. They came to 
make excuses and to swear at the Governor. 
They had the look of expectation and suspense 
which stands out on the face of the new recruit 
when be is ordered into his first action. 

When Sheriff McCleary saw that his procla- 
mation was not meeting with the response he 
had hoped for he sent out his deputies with 
summonses, and they began with the city di- 
rectory and ran down the list as far as D 
until they called 1,000 men to appear emed. 
A majority of these men. were taken from the 
business houses, and most of them were well- 
dressed and well fed. Some of them are rich. 
* of them brought their wives with them, 

and the wives pleaded for their husbands to be 
excused, as they were needed at home, Some 
of them played the old army dodge and dis- 
played wounds and “ honoravle discharges 
from the service.” Some of them had physi- 
cians’ certificates of incapacity, heart failure, 
near-sightedness, and other ailments. A ma- 
jority of them declared in the most emphatic 
manner that they would go to jail before they 
would budge an inch toward Homestead.

His 
face wore alook of care, That he realized 
that he is facing a grave responsibility and 
that he fears his inability to master the situa- 
tion was shown in his failure te influence the 
citizens who refused to obey his mandate. 

Not only is Sheriff MeCleary handicapped 
by the failure of citizens to fall in under his 
attachments, but he is harassed by the hold- 
ing back of men whom he summoued to aid 
him as deputies. They all with one accord 
began to make excusés. 

One of these was Col. Norman M. Smith of 
the Eighteenth Regiment Maj. A. J. Lo- 
gan, Quartermaster of Second Brigade. 
Col. Smith stated that pos oy commissioned 
officer in the National and thought 
this would exempt him from service as a Dep- 
uty Sheriff. Maj. Logan made the same 
statement, and both gentlemen were excused. 

When asked what militia strength there was 
in Pittsburg ready for duty the Sheriff replied 
there were two regiments Of infantry and an 
artillery company. But he was of the opinion 
if any militia was ordered ont it would be 
from other sections. The explanation of this 
is apparent. It is a part of the situation here. 
It means that there is a sentiment here hand 
in hand with the men who are holding the 
works, and that the authorities do not dare 
intrust to the militia in urg the sup- 
pression of another conflict, | 

McCleary Says He Will Go. 

Sheriff McCleary sat at the window of his 
office tonight in a study, aud being again in- 
terviewed by one of Ta» Tarpuye correspond- 
ents said:

The following is a copy of the last appeal of 
Sheriff McCleary to Gov. Pattison: 

Last night I went to Homestead, accompanied 
by officials of the Amalgamated Association, and 
succeeded in bringing away the guards sent by 
river who had surrendered to the rioters. The 
arms of the guards, who numbered about 300, are 
all in the possession ot the rioters. Today every- 
thing is quiet. The works are in possession of a 
large force of the strikers. Any attempt on the 
part of the civil authorities to dispossess them 
will be met with resistance. Last evening I is- 
sued a general summons to citizens to attend this 
morning at 9 o’clock to aid in restoring order, and 
I also issued a large number of notices to indi- 
viduals.

PINKERTON MEN UNACCOUNTED FOR. 


Most of Them Escaped, but Some May 
Have Been Killed, 

Homesteap, Pa., July 7.—The strikers are 
of the belief that many more of the Pinkerton 
men were killed in the fight Wednesday morn- 
ing than have been reported. 

When the barges came up the river before 
landing, according to the figures of the com- 
pany, there were 3038 men on board. When 
they left the boat to be taken to the rink there 
were only 185, and only that number were 
taken to Pittsburg by Sheriff McCleary. 
Whether the missing who have not been ac- 
counted for were drowned in the wreck or 
escaped in the excitement, is not known. Be- 
fore the Sheriff arrived at Pittsburg with the 
Pinkertons three are said to have reported at 
the offices of the Carnegie Steel company at 
Pittsburg. They are said to have escaped, 
and if this be true it is possible there were 
more who did not take the trouble to report.

LABOR RULES THERE. 


SOCIAL CONDITIONS IN AND AROUND 
PITTSBURG. 


4 Community Which Is the Home of 
Trades Unionism, and Where All In- 
dustries Have to Bend to Its Power— 
How the Amalgamated Association Con- 
trols All the Manufactories Where Its 
Men Are Employed—Signilicance of the 
Struggle Reduction in the Scale Allowed. 

Pirrssura, Pa., July 7.—|Special. |—Con- 
ditions concerning labor questions and the 
general situation in this city are remarkable. 

The predominating sentiment is deeper, more 

potent, and further reaching than in any other 

section of the country. It is not too broad an 
assertion to say that for one to publicly on the 


street in the presence of strangers remark 


upon the mistakes or errors of the strikers at 
Homestead, or anywhere else, is to invite in- 
sult if not worse, 

It 18 a remarkable condition of life, where 
the labor sentiment predominates so ma- 
terially as it does here, that in proportion to 
the population of other cities of the country 
there is more wealth than in any other. Ibe 
reason is clear. Pittsburg being an exceed- 
ingly rich manufacturing center the propor- 
tion of employers to employés is much smaller 
than in commercial or pastoral centers. It 
therefore happens that in the midst of great 
wealth the possessors of money have more 
social adversaries than in any other—adver- 
saries they are which now bid well to become 
enemies. 

To give broader reasons: Pittsburg is the 
stronghold of organized labor of the world. 
It has long been the cradle and college of ad- 
vanced organized labor ideas, the advanced 
curriculum of which is that the city’s great 
and growing wealth is not giving to labor its 
proper share. 8 

Strength of Organized Labor. 

Organized labor has been so strong that it 
has been enabled to practically dictate terms 
to employers; and, to broaden an inference 
dropped above, it is true to say that until re- 
cently few employers have had the nerve to 
antagonize such giant organizations as the 
Amalgamated Association, the Window-Glass 
Workers, the Flint-Glass Workers, the Knights 
of Labor, and several lesser institutions of 
great strength, The constant teaching of the 
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ideas of leaders has growu to become the re- 


ligion of the workers. Hence it 1s that the 


workers at Carnegie’s Homestead mills or at 
any other mill hereabouts felt it their right 
and duty to defend their positions against non- 
union men even at the cost of life. 

It was not until recently, that is, within five 
years, that any manufacturer employing a 
large number of men was successful in bring- 
ing his men to terms m an open fight. But 
the country grew; competition in other sec- 
tions beset these local industries, and it be- 
came of a case of fight, either for lower wages 
or against demands for advances. Had other 
districts grown in labor power as Pittsburg 
has this competition would not have been so 
ruinous, nor would it have compelled employ- 
ers to either fight or sink. 


Sentiment at Homestead. 


At Homestead the labor sentiment has 
reached the zenith of perfection, according to 
that creed. Here no one dare question the 
right of the strikers to hold the tills against 
the entrance of guards, workers, or any one 
inimical to their interests. 

Here is a case in point: In the barracks at 
Homestead early this morning where the Pink- 
erton men were imprisoned before being sent 
to Pittsburg Hugh O’Donnell, a bully and the 
acknowledged leader of the strikers, asserted : 
„Six Pinkerton men are dead. And no one 
knows how many are in the river.“ 

A correspondent who knew how many of 
these men were dead, asked him where the six 
dead men were. Being unable to answer, he 
became enraged, and with an oath denounced 
the man who had the temerity to question his 
assertions. The denunciation was uttered be- 
fore a crowd of his followers, and had he said 
the word, the innocent offender would have 
been as roughly handled as were the Pinker- 
ton men. 

Another case was where a Pittsburg reporter 
in an article quoted O'Donnell, Yesterday he 
met the reporter on the stage of the cupolas 
in the mills.” And O'Donnell took him rough- 
ly to task for mentioning his name and re- 
marked: I ͤ could throw you in that cupola if 
I wanted to, couldn't I, boys?” 

They were all standing in an instant, and in 
chorus replied, *“* You bet you could,“ and one 
of the men drew a pistol from his pocket to 
emphasize the assertion. While thesentiment 
in Homestead is as has been described, it is 
modified in the case of the workers in the city 
mills. 

Trouble for the Future. 

But as demonstrated yesterday, if Home- 
stead needed reinforcements an army of 5,000 
men, most of them armed, could be assembled 
in a few hours. Yesterday a false report was 
spread about the South Side of this city, which 
is a manufacturing district, that more men 
were needed in Homestead. Ina short time 
nearly 2,000 men had goneto the scene of 
carnage. 

Several manufacturers engaged in making 
other materials than iron or steel were called 
upon today by a correspondent... for Tus 
Tripune with a view of securing their opin- 
ions upon the present labor situation. Not 
one man visited would express an opinion for 
publication, They were frank enough to say: 

First, that being in other lines of industry 
than that of making iron or steel, they were not 
practical in those branches and were, there- 
fore, not competent to. express an opinion 
upon the relative merits of existing troubles 
between employers and employés. 

Second, that were they to express an opin- 
ion as to the merits of the case such opinions 
would arouse the ire of theirown men, and 
something unpleasant might result, 

It was understood that so deep was the sym- 
pathy of workers in all industrial branches for 
the men at Homestead that it is not safe to 
make public expressions. 
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a Cut in Wages. 
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lief that peace will yet be made between these 
two powerful factions. 

According to the admission of one of the 
workers’ conferrees, the men have arrived at 
the conclusion that the manufacturers are 
really in need of aid by way of reduction in 
wages, and the breach which has existed be- 
tween employers and employés is being gradu- }- 
ally bridged. It is not charitable to the work- 
ers at this stage of the Fame for any- 
one to intimate that because they realize that 
at Homestead all their financial resources 
will be needed they haya decided to ac- 
cept reductions in the wage scale for iron 
workers. The most plausible reason to be 
given for this change of sentiment on their 
part is that they have come to believe with 


the namufacturers that-there is really now no 


profit in iron manufacturing with last year’s 
wage scale in force. 

One of the reasons why the Amalgamated As- 
sociation is sostrong is because of its unim- 
peachable source of information; not one 
manufacturer in this country has such 
complete knowledge of the cost pf production, 
stocks and sales of every mill in the land as 
this organization, Its records in this respect, 
in the hands of any manufacturer, would be 
capital of inestimable value, for with the 
knowledge therein contained he could outbid 
any competitor. 


These records come from the workers in 


each of the mills. Annually or semi-annually, 


if required, certain employés of the various | 


mills make an estimate of the tonnage pro- 
stock on hand, cost of re- 
pairs, and the cost of the iron. They can. tell 
almost bo a dollar whether their employer has 
made or lost money. 

In admitting, therefore, that the manufact- 
urers are entitled to reduction on wages, the 
workers are making manful concessions. It 
is now a question between the workers them- 
selves how these K. shall be shared

LABOR MAGNATES IN COUNCIL. 


T. V. Powderly and Others Meet at the 
Sherman and [Leave for Pittsbarg. 

T. V. Powderly, Grand Master Workman; 
J. W. Hayes. Grand Secretary and Treasurer, 
and A, W. Wright of the Executive 
Council of the Knights of Labor; 
M. Wilkinson, President of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, and E. E. 
Clark. Chief Conductor of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Conductors, reached Chicago yes- 
terday. They went to the Sherman, held a secret 
conference with leaders of the work ingmen 
here, ana left last night for the scene of the 
Pittsburg riots. They declined to talk except 
in a general way of the troubles there. 

It was rumored that at 12 o’clock last night 
the Pinkertons had started a force ot 100 men 
for Pittsburg to take a hand in the Carnegie 
milis fight. The report could not be authen- 
ticated. 

Union carpenters said last night that Will- 
am Mack, one of the Pinkertons wounded in 
the Homestead battle, is an old Chicago 
man. He joined the Carpenters’ Union at 
the time of the carpenters’ strike. 
He was a Pmkerton employé. He 
attacked non-union men, but at the last ap- 
peared in court and testified against tne 
strikers. George Wahl, another Pinkerton 
injured in the battle, wasa member of the 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor here 


Will Help the Strikers. 

The Carpenters’ Council and the Painters’ 
Council passed resolutions last night ex- 
tending sympathy to the strikers at 
Homestead, Pa., and denouncing 
Mr. Carnegie for employing Pinker- 
ton men. against the interests-of his em- 
ployés. If it proves necessary the Carpenters’ 
Council will assess its 7,000 members $5 each 
to help the men who are out in their fight.

„We have never given a thought as to what 
effect our affairs might have on either of 
the political parties. We cannot afford 
to run our business and run politics 
It would prove very un- 
profitable if we were to trim our sails to meet 
political issues. At the same time I may say 
that it is not a matter in which the protective 
tariff isinvolved, and every intelligent man, 
whether he be manufacturer or employé, is 
aware of the fact. It is, however, a question 
as to whether the proprietors or the 
workmen will manage the works. We did 
not propose to reduce the earnings of our em- 
ployés below those of other Amalgamated men 
in other mills. As I have said we have 
put in improved machinery which other 
mills do not’ possess, It increased our out- 
put and increased the earnings of our men. 
We asked that a reduction be made in these 
departments, so that the earnings of our em- 
ployés would be on a par with other workmen 
in other Amalgamated mills. 

“Tt is not a question of starvation wages, 
for you will please bear in mind 
the fact that the prcposed equalization of 
earnings affects about 325 men out of 3,800, 
and they are the ones who earn the most 
money in our establishment. It has no effect 
upon the wages of more than 15,000 other ein- 
ployés engaged in our estabishments at Du- 
quesne, Braddock, Pittsburg, Beaver Falls, 
and the coke anton. 

Life of a Busy Man. 

H. C. Frick, who has the entire Carnegie 
interests im his hands, is a man of somewhat 
remarkable history. He was born in Fayette 
County, Pa., in December, 1849, and while a 
boy became one of the trusted clerks in Over- 
holt’s dista! lery. When barely 21 years old 


he engaged in the coke business as an opera- 


tor on his own account. He made his first 
great strike in 1872 by building a coke road 
from Bradford to Mount Pleasant. The 
Baltimore and Ohio saw the value of the 
road and bought it in at a handsome 
profit, Mr. Frick at once investéd his 
entire capital in coal lands and additional 
coke plants. In 1882 the coke interests held 
by him and E. M. and Walter Ferguson 
reached such an enormous size that Carnegie 
Bros. & Co, paid $1,500,000 for a half interest 
therein, 
J. M. Schoonmaker’s plant, and others, bring- 
ing into one interest from 20,000 to 25,000 acres 
of Connellsville coal. Later the holdings 
were increased 50 per cent. The company 
has nearly 10,000 ovens and in busy times 
produces from 16,000 to 18,000 tons of coke 
daily. On the death of David A. Stewart, 
Mr. Carnegie, recognizing the great business 
ability of Mr. Frick, succeeded in getting him 
to take an interest in the firms of Carnegie 
Bros. and Carnegie, Phipps & Co., and he ac- 
cepted the position of Chairman. When the 
companies consolidated July 1 with a capital 
stock of $25,000,000, Mr. Frick became Chair- 
man of the new organization and active head 
of its vast interests, 
Will Bring Marder Indictments, 

Secretary Lovejoy of the Carnegie Steel 
company said this afternoon: 

The Amalgamated people who committed 
these recent overt acts will probably find 
themselves in a very bad hole, for when the 
proper time arrives a number of them will be 
arrested on a charge of murder, and I need 
ecarcely say there will be no lack of evidence. 
It will be overwhelming. I think that the 
national officers of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion have a heavy burden of responsibility to 
bear in this case, for timely action and prudent 
counsel on their part would, in my opinion, 
have gone far toward preventing this trouble. 
This outbreak settled one matter forever, 
and that is that the Homestead mill Hereafter 
will be run non-union, and the Carnegie com- 
pany will never again recognize the Amalga- 
mated Association nor any other labor organi- 
zation. The Homestead trouble will doubtless 
also have the effect of influencing other mills 
heretofore union to become non-union, 
and thus free themselves from the 
dictation of labor unions. 1 also 
consider that this riot by the accredited mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Association will be 
its death blow. It will certainly go far to 
allienate the sympathy and good wishes of the 
best people in the community. The report 
that Mr. Frick is guarded by detectives is not 
true. Theie is no necessity whatever for such 
precaution, as nobody is coming to Pittsburg 
to commit any overt act. 


ALL IS QUIET JUST NOW, 


But It ts a Calm That Could Easily Break 
Into a Storm. 

Homesrzap, Pa., July 7.—[{Special. |— 
Wednesday’s terrible scenes of carnage and 
riot about the Carnegie steel works at Home- 
stead were replaced this morning by a univer- 
sal aspect of quiet and order. 

When the sun rose over the hilis that sur- 
round the rough-look: factory town on the 
banks of the Mononga it found almost all 
the evidences of the bloodshed of the day be- 
fore carefully moved away.” Down at the 
Pemickey railroad bridge, which is situated 
just above the scene of the fight at the barges, 
only a handful of men were in view. The 
greater number of these were armed with 
clubs and wooden billets taken away from the 
ill-fated Pinkerton men the night before, and 
in the hands of.a few were Winchester rifles 
or old-fashioned muskets, just as had come 
most handy when the call for arms was asked 
the day previous. 

Down-town about the boats, the hastily im- 
provised telegraph offices, and the postoffice, 
as well as about the street corners, were 
groups of men engaged in discussing the sit- 
uation with a deep interest. These, too, car- 
ried guns, baseball bats, canes, and any 
weapon that first came to their hands. 

For the time it seemed as if there could have 
been no riot, that those stalwart ironworkers 
were not the men who had completely con- 
quered the armed force that had been sent 
against them the day before. By 9 o’clock in 
the morning there were scarcely 500 men astir 
in the streets. The great body of the work- 
men were at their homes gaining a few hours’ 
sleep. This was the case with Hugh O'Donnell, 
who has the greatest influence over the locked- 
out men, and the rest of the men who formed 
the Advisory Board. In front of the head- 
quarters of the Amalgamated Association 
fluttered the stars and stripes. The men with- 
in, however, refused to discuss the question, 
saying that such duties had been left to the 
Press com mittee. 

It Is a Surface Indication. 

The quiet, however, is only a thin veneer 
that overspreads one of the most seething 
ealdrons of capital and labor contention 
that has been known -to the country since the 
riots of 1877. The situation is practically un- 
changed, or, if changed at all, it has changed 
for the worse. 

The men are as determined as they were be- 
fore yesterday’s battle and their success has 
beeu to them a showing of their great power. 
As long as they are not forced Homestead will 
remain quiet and not a dollar’s worth of prop- 
erty belonging to the Carnegie plant or any 
other company will be injured. Pittsburg is 
the pivotal point now, and upon the future 
movements of Manager H. C. Frick and 
nergy MeCleary the outcome of the situation 
Something, of course, must be done. Man- 
ager. Frick has already refused the offer of the 
men to take a general 4 per cent reduction on 
minimum wages, and he steadily refuses to 
interfere in the matter on the ground that the 
police are now the ones to turn to.

all the guns And revolvers used by the work- 
men in Wednesday’s riot, are im possession, 
and their single aim at present is not to per- 
mit the mill to operate again unless it is with 
the old hands and according to the old sched- 
ule of wages. 

Burgess McClurky, who is at the head of 


the civil organization of the town, is in sym- 
pathy with the men, and the shopkeepers and 


residents are all of thesame feeling. It is not 


as if the authorities were compelled to cope 


with a single organization or clase. It is an 
entire city that is arrayed against them. 

The departure of the captured Pinkerton 
men in their special train for Pittsburg early 
this morning put an end to the excitement of 
the first day. Experience taught the men 
that after the warm reception they had 
given the armed forces from Pittsburg no 
second attempt would be made for several 
hours at least. The men who had been on 
watch in the railroad track and county roads 
leading to the city, together with the guards 


at the mills, were relieved. Fresh men were 


put in their places, and the rank and file re- 
tired for the remainder of the night. 

It was generally understood that the Pinker- 
tons would be held as prisoners at Homestead 
to await the verdicts of the Coroner’s jury, 
and to be held for murder if possible. News 
was received that the Sheriff of the county had 
issued a call for a posse, but this piece of in- 
formation was only met with scoffs and 
derision. 

Old Watchmen on Guard, 

An incident occurred yesterday morning 
that served to illustrate the friendly attitude 
of the men toward the buildings of the com- 
pany. Assoon as the fight was over the 
watchmen regularly employed by the com- 
pany were summoned and were told that they 
could go back to their duties guarding the 
buildings without danger of molestation, pre- 
vided that in case of another fight they would 
give up their positions again to the guards 
working under the authority of the locked-out 
men. All of them, eight in number, accepted 
the proposition, and today the big Carnegie 
Steel works are under the control of the men 
wearing the special policé uniforms of the 
company and who look to the company for 
their pay. These are the only men at present 
within the high whitewashed walls of the 
works. 

This afternoon a reporter for Tun Trisunz 
made a vain attempt to get inside the com- 
pany’s grounds to the scene of Wednesday’s 


fight. It was a fruitless task notwithstanding 


the faet that he was accompanied by one of 
the members of the Advisory committee 
which dissolved itself on the eve of the fight. 
Along the railroads leading to the Pemickey 
bridge and other approacheg to the shore were 
numbers of sturdy workmen armed with 
Winchesters, who respectfully but firmly 
barred his progress. There were no whys or 
wherefores. The men had orders to allow no 
one to pass and they obeyed their instructions 
to the letfer. 

The scene inside the company’s yards will 
not differ from what it presented before the 
trouble commenced. After the tight yester- 
day a gang of men composed entirely of 
strikers were set to work putting the big place 
to rights. The hose that had been used to 
drown out the Pinkertons and to throw oil at 
their barges was carefully rolled up and laid in 
its proper place. The pieces of wood that were 
atrewn about were gathered up and placed in 
a pile to prevent the insurance of the com- 
pany from being forfeited. Two men were 
allowed to keep the steam water pumps under 
pressure and ready for use. An incipient fire 
that started in one of the buildings called out 
100 men, who put it out immediately. All this 
goes to illustrate the attitude of the men to- 
ward the mill property. For a man to at- 
tempt to harm it would mean his death. 

Feeling Against Frick. 

The universal feeling points only in one di- 
rection. It is against Manager Frick, Sheriff 
McCleary, and the Pinkertons. If Frick were 
in Homestead at this minute his life would 
not be worth a cent. It would be a choice 
with him ‘between being hanged, shot, or 
drowned in the river. 

Sheriff McCleary might fare better. His 
authority would be respected, and he would 
doubtless be sent back to Pittsburg at a dou- 
ble-quick pace. 

As for the Pinkertons, their reception 
Wednesday illustrates the attitude of the citi- 
zens toward them. It is safe to say that no 
more Pinkerton men will enter Homestead 
for many a day. They are regarded by the 
locked-out men much the same way that the 
Texas cow-men were, who were imported into 
Wyoming at the time of the rustler war, The 
only difference is they are hated unmeasura- 
bly worse. 

Their reception by the crowd after they 
surrendered and were conducted to the lock- 
up and rink here was indeed terrible. They 
were compelled to run a gantlet of infuriated 
men armed with every conceivable weapon, 
and raining blows upon their uprotected heads 
at every step. President Garland, Vice-Presi- 
dent McAvery, together with the other influ- 
ential men of the Amalgamated Association. 
had promised to protect them, but their power 
over the infuriated throng was lost the mo- 
ment the first Pinkerton stepped out of the 
barges. But to the credit of the iron-workers 
it may be said that the nen who did the fight- 
ing earlier in the day were not the ones who 
dealt the cruel blows upon the unarmed de- 
tectives. Those who took part in the dis- 
graceful scene were the skulkers, the cowards 
who had remained in the rear during the hard 
fights of the morning and afternoon. 

As the Pinkertons marched along it is said 
their guards held their rifle barrels over their 
heads to protect the prisoners from the vio- 
lence of the mob that surged along with them. 
The distance from the barges to the rink and 
lockup is almost a mile over a rocky hilly 
road, and the assault was kept up much of 
the distance. As soon as the New Yorkers 
were safe under cover of the rink they began 
to circulate the reports that it was the Chicago 
men who had fired the first shots and who 
were the bloodthirsty portion, of the party. 
The strikers, however, gave the statements no 
credence. Between Pinkerton men they rec- 
ognized no difference. Ail in all, the pres- 
ence of the Pinkertons brought with it aid to 
the strikers. They captured 245 guns, almost 
as many side arms, and a hundred or more 
maces. 

Clothing belonging to the Pinkertons was 


also. confiscated; Almost every striker in 


town has a Pinkerton badge, a button, a coat, 
or something as a souvenir of their visit. 

After looting the barges and stripping them 
of everything of value the boats were fired 
and sunk in the river opposite the steel works, 
where they had been anchored during the bat- 
tle. During thé forenoon it was reported that 
500 Winchester repeating rifles had been 
shipped into Homestead from some place in 
Pennsylvania, but the — cannot be veri- 
fied. 

Assistance from the Vicinage. 

The steel-workers who marched out to 
Homestead from the South Side, Pittsburg, 
Wednesday night returned this morning early. 
They came out to lend their assistance if it 
was needed, but the trouble was over before 
they arrived. People are flocking into Home- 
stead on every train this afternoon, and at 
least a thousand have arrived since morning. 
Telegraphic reports from Pittsburg say that 
only five men have responded to the Sheriff's 
call, and it is not likely that there will be 
more trouble today.

HOW .THEY REACHED HOMESTEAD, 


Manner in Which the Pinkerton Police 
Were Brought In. 

Prrrssure, Pa,, July 7.—[Special. }—Capt. 
Hein, who led the Pinkerton men to Home- 
stead yesterday and fell under the first volley 
fired by the strikers, is not so well today. His 
temperature ud high, nearly 100. The reac- 
tion after his brief experience is more dam- 
aging than was at first expected, besides con- 
finement, when he knew his men were in 
danger, wore upon him deeply. Only a few 
friends were permitted to see him at the 
Homeopathic Hospital today. Tus Trisunz 
correspondent was one of these, 

The Captain was asked how many he took 


to Homestead; and he gave the number 300,* 


In view of the fact that only 153 of this num- 
ber are positively accounted for, the informa- 
tion was somewhat ‘startling. The Captain 
was asked to explain the mystery surrounding 
the missing 147, 


“This thing,“ said he, as worried me 


considerably. I am reliably told that only 
two of our men are dead, and not more than 
twenty are in the hospitals of the city. That 
being the case, I am wholly at sea. You know 
that I fell at the first fire and was 
carried with four other wounded from 
the barge Monongahela on the 
steamer Little Bill - I was suffermg 
considerably, and during the few minutes that 
lapsed between the firing and the departure of 
the boat for Port Perry, where we were taken 
ashore, I received no information. I feel 
quite sure that hot more than seven of my 
men accompanied the boat on this trip. They 
carried us up to the railroad station and on to 
the train, which brought us to Pittsburg. It 
is my opinion, however, that the missing men 
have made their escape and may be en route 
to their homes. 

Were you thoroughly informed as to the 
character of the strikers and the situation at 
Homestead before you arrived upon the 
scene? 

Most assuredliy I was, and I don't fear to 
say that had | not been wounded at the first 
fire I would have taken my men into the 
property of the Carnegie Steel Co. I do not 
hesitate to say that the reception we received 
was warmer than I had anticipated, but we 
got it and here I am,” | 
It has been a source of worriment to a great 
many people in Pittsburg how it happened 
that some one cleverly engineered the en- 
trance of Pinkerton men into Pittsburg 
without the knowledge of the ikers and 
their pickets. It was done clever ma- 
neuvering. While Capt. Hein would not 
make known, the facts, they are given never- 
theless. 

The men were massed at two points—Chica- 
go and New York. The New York contingent 
was taken over the West Shorejroad to Erie by 
way of Buffalo, and from Erie, by way of the 
Pennsylvania road, to a point six miles below 
Pittsburg. Thirty-eight miles west of Pitts- 
burg on this road is Homewood, a juaction of 
the Fort Wayne and Erie and Pittsburg lines 
of the Pennsylvania company. The Chivago 
men were sent over the Fort Wayne 
road, and the running time of the 
trains was so arranged that a junction 
was made at Homewood. Here the two 
trains were coupled together, ten cars in all, 
and the men were landed at Bellevue, trans- 
ferred to the barges Monongahela and Ten- 
nessee, one in tow of the steamer Little Bill, 
the other in tow of the steamer Tide. If any 
of the Pinkerton men were in ignorance. of 
their destination when they started they had, 
according to their own stories, no opportunity 
to escape, for the doors of the cars were kept 
locked during the entire journey except at 
points where meals were taken. 

The Eastern men seemed to be raw men. 
The Chicago men were the sharpshooters. 
All were loaded on board the barges and the 
trip from Davis Island Dam at Belleville to 
Homestead, a distance of fifteen miles, was 
commenced. When half the distance had 
been traversed the Tide broke its machinery. 
Had it stood up to its work both Capt. Rogers, 
who was the navigator in charge, and Capt. 
Hein declare that the story of Homestead 
would have been a little different yesterday. 
It was the intention to maneuver each barge 
separately, but the accident to the Tide made 
it necessary for the Little Bill to take the two 
barges in tow, therefore it was necessary to 
handle them as one, | , 


GLAD TO GET KID 1 THEM. 


The Pinkertons Were a Menace to Peace 
— Running the Gani let. 

Pirrssura, Pa., July 7.—[Special. }]}—While 
many are disposed to censure the Sheriff for 
letting the Pinkertons get away, he is pleased 
and thinks he simplified the problem in do- 
ing so. 

“IT am eatisfied,” said the Sheriff, that as 
long as they were at Homestead trouble was 
inevitable. I never worked pO hard in my 
life as I did yesterday to get those men out, 
as there was no telling what the result would 
be if they were kept over night. 

No dispatch has yet adequately described 
the horrors of that march of the vanquished 
and surrendered Pinkertons from the ruined 
barges to the temporary prison in Homestead, 
half a mile away. It is likely in American 
history there is no parallel to such a scene. 
The deepest indignation is expressed on every 
hand today that such an exhibition of brutali- 
ty should have been allowed to occur. The 
evening papers denounce it in bitter terms. 
The Chronicle-Telegraph in à double-leaded 
editorial says: 

What took place after the surrender of the 
Pinkertons was a display of dastardly cowardice 
and atrocious brutality. One may be sure that 
none of the men who stood at the front of the 
battle line took any part in the shameful attacks 
upon the wretched, broken-spirited, defenseless 
prisoners, for brave men have an instinct- 
ive loathing for such ctaven behavior. 
There is a fringe of brute rab 
ble on the edge of every popular outbreak, 
which becomes demonstrative when the danger 
is over and swagger does not involve personal 
risk. When the Pinkertons had surrendered this 
class of ordinary toughs and rowdies seized their 
opportunity, and they made a scene the horror 
and shame of which are unspeakable. They be- 
haved like Apache Indians, tortaring their pris- 
oners. The story of the running of the gantiet 
is a sickening one, But for the efforts of the lead- 
ers of the workers, the men who did the fighting, 
there might have been a massacre. 

Before the prisoners had beep marched from 
the barges the work commenced. One striker in 
his impetuosity to get a gun from the hands of a 
guard, accidentally, it is said, discharged the 
piece, and the bullet penetrated the flesh of three 
men, one of them, O'Connor, subsequently dying. 
Another, in his haste to secure possession of a 
Winchester, discharged a bullet into his own 
body, and died almost instantly. Before leaving 
the barges, it is alleged that, under pretense of 
being searched for arms and weapons, money and 
jewelry were taken from the men by the strikers.

A Coroner’s Jury Is impaneled and a Lit- 
tle Evidence Got. 

Pirrssurc, Pa., July 7.—[Special. }—Coro- 
ner Heber McDonald this morning set the 
machinery of his office in motion to discover, 
if possible, whois responsible for the deaths 
of the tive men whose budies lie in little resi- 
fences in Homestead and the three reposing on 
marble slabs in the morgue. 

The jury to conduct the inquest was im- 


paneled at noon and is composed as follows: 


The Rev. Cornelius Asbury, pastor of the 
First M. E. Church, foreman; Conrad 
Schlagel, an old resident and a wholesale 
grocer in Sixth avenue; John Burke, ex- 
Aldermau of the Third Ward; Robert More- 
head, lawyer and collector; Steven D. White, 
Justice ofthe Peace,and H. Grant Miller. 
The dead, on whose bodies they will sit, are: 

Michael Conners, Pinkerton man, shot in the 
right arm; Peter Forris, striker, shot through 
upper lip while in mill yard; J. W. Klein, officer 
of the Pinkerton forces, shot in back of the head 
at the base of the brain; John E. Morris, striker, 
shot through ferehead while standing in the 
pump house; Joseph Sappa, non-combatant of 
boat, shot in knee, died from shock; Henry Strie- 
geld, looker on, hit by steay bullet; Silas Wain, 
striker, shot while in mill yard by piece of can- 
non; Thomas K. Weldon, striker, killed by ex- 
ploding Winchester while on boat after surrender. 

After viewing the bodies an adjournment 
was taken until such time as the evidence will 
be in shape to warrant proceeding with the 
inquest. At present the Coroner has prac- 
tically little or no evidence which would tend 
to a verdict. It is not Jikely, however, that 
any testimony will be taken before Tues- 
day. The following are copies of the affidavite 
made by relatives of the killed strikers, they 
being taken during the forenoon by the Coro- 
ner and nis deputies. Irmo Stefan, being duly 
sworn, says: 

I live at Homestead, Pa. I am a cousin of 
Peter Forris, deceased. He was about 25 years 
old, single, and a iaborer at an open hearth für- 
nace. I was not with him when he was killed. 
He left home about 7 a. m. Wednesday, July 6, 
1892, and was brought home about 80 a. m. 
dead, with a gunshot wound in his upper lip. I 
don’t know of any person who was with him ex- 
cept Sam Barkley, who lives in Munshay Hollow, 
Homestead. 

Phillip Richards, being sworn, said: 

I am a brother-in-law of John A. Morris. He 
was 28 years old. married, and lived m Ninth ave- 
nue, Homestead, Pa. He was a steelworker. I 
was not with him when he was killed and do not 
know ef anybody who was. I am told he was 
shot while in the pump-housé and fell about 
forty feet into a ravine. John Jones told me 
he spoke to. him’ afew minutes before he was 
shot. He was brought home about 8a. m. 

Andrew Striegel of Johnstown, Pa., being 
sworn, said: 

I am a brother of Henry Striegel, deceased. He 
was 19 years old last night. He was a driver for 
Pier & Dannals. I was not present, and didn’t 
know anything of his death of my own knowl- 
edge, as I live in Johnstown. He lived in Home- 
stead with his mother. 

Mites McSweeney, being sworn, said: 

I live in Homestead, Pa. Iam the father-in- 
law of Thomas Weldon. He was about 30 years 
old, and was a hooker. at rolls in the steel works, 
and lived on Third avenue, Homestead, and was 
married. He died about 5 p. m., July 6, Drs. Bar- 
ton and Walker attending him, He was with me 
most all day. I saw bim at the fence a few min- 
utes before the men on the boats surrendered. I 
saw him go down tothe river and then heard he 
was shot. 

Thomas Wain being sworn, said: 

I am the father of Silas Wain. He was 25 years 
old, single, and lived with me. He wheeled lime- 
stone at steel works. I don't know anything of 
bis death of my own knowledge. My son William 
was near him when he was killed. 

William Wain being sworn, said: ~ 

Iam a brother of Silas Wain, deceased. I was 
in the millyard with my brother about 9 :30 a. m. 
today, July 6, and a cannon was on the opposite 
side of the river. I do not know who was with it. 
They were firing at the barges which were close to 
the bank near the mill. They shot at the 
barges, and my brother was shot in the back of 
the neck as he turned around, and he fell dead. 
There was one volley from the boat before this 
bappened, and both sides had fired. William 
Johnson of Shanty Island was nearer my brother 
than I was. 

During the morning the Coroner received a 
dispatch from W, A. Pinkerton, at Chicago, 
asking that the bodies of J. W. Klein and 
Michael Conners be shipped te Undertaker 
George P. Wright, No. 75 Fifth avenue, Chi- 
cago. The request was complied with, and 
the bodies will reach Chicago in the morning. 


REST FOR THE DEAD. 


Funeral Services Held Over the Bodies of 
the Victime. 

HomustTeap, Pa., July 7.—[{Special. ]|}—The 
deep hatred that has reigned supreme in the 
breasts of the men and women of Homestead 
for the last two days was suddenly changed to 
sadness and pity this afternoon. 

The city on the Monongahela laid down its 
weapons to bury its dead. Bands mfrched 
slowly through the streete playing measured 
dirges and the whole community, until then 
resentful, was filled with an atmosphere 
of sorro John E. Morris, who was struck 
in the forehead by a bullet while standing near 
the pump-house at the mills, was placed in 
his grave on the hillside, and the long proces- 
sion had hardly reached the cemetery when it 
was joined by the cortége from the house of 
Peter Farris. He was killed by a bullet pen- 
etrating his mouth. 

Perhaps the burial of Morris was the most 
affecting. He was 28 years old and leaves a 
widowed mother, a wife, and one small child. 
At 2 o’clock his friends assembled at his home 
in Ninth street and from there proceeded to 
the Methodist church at Fourth ana Aims 
streets. The procession was headed by a band. 
It included a chapter of Knights of Pythias, a 
lodge ot Odd-Fellows, and the eight Amalga- 
mated lodges, comprising almost 1,000 men. 

At the church the body was disclosed to 
view. A broad band of linen was tied about 
the man’s forehead and a blood clot showed 
where and how the bullet did its work. The 
casket was covered with floral embleuis. The 
Rev. J. J, Mcllyar, pastor of the church, con- 
ducted the services.

progress at another church. It was that of 
Silas Wain, whose head was cut entirely off 
by a cannon ball fired from the opposite 
shore of the river. He was 25 years old aad 
was unmarried, In the case of all three fun- 
erals there were large numbers present, and 
the sad spectacle was anything but soothmg 
to the workmen, who placed the blame for the 
entire trouble on the heads of two or three 
men. There were no tears shed. 

Tears are out of place in Homestead these 
days. All demonstrations of sorrow were left 
for the widows and the mothers. Far over 
the hills, from the center of the town to the 
side of the grave, the double procession ex- 
tended. At the Morris grave the rites of the 
Medalia Lodge of Odd-Fellows were observed, 
while the Homestead Knights of Pythias 
stocd silent spectators. Gathered about the 
sides of the grave were the man’s relatives, 
whose sorrow was almost heartrending. 

On a small knoll at the right a similar group 
gathered about the open grave of Peter Farris, 
while at St. Mary’s Cemetery, on the brow of 
a hill not far away, the friends of Silas Wain 
were filing through the white picketed grave- 
yard, bent on a similar errand, 

Tomorrow morning the services over Henry 
Striengel’s remains will be conducted from 
the German Catholic church, and at the same 
time Thomas Weldon will be buried from St. 
Mary’s Church. Tomorrow afternoon the fu- 
neral of Joseph Sotak, who died in the hos- 
pital at Pittsburg, will be held. 


PINKERTON MEN SENT AWAY, 


All Except. Those Who Are Dead, Missing, 
or In the Hospital. 

Pirrssurc, Pa., July 7.—[Special.]—A

this morning. bound for New York, 


such members of the Pinkerton command 
whose participation in the exciting events of 
Wednesday had not ptaced them in either 
morgue or hospital. 

Many of the men were in no condition to 
travel, for in the brutal assault made on the 
captives as they were landing Friday night, 
hardly aman escaped injury. Three of the 
men on the train had injured arms, but they 
had had enougli of Pittsburg and its vicinity, 
and were willing to suffer m order to get to 
New York as rapidly as possible. The men 
were in bad shape. It was thirty hours since 
they had bad anything to eat, and during the 
hot night in the rink at Homestead and their 
confinement on the cars they had practically. 
been without water. 

The Union Depot, from 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the men were brought in on a spe- 
cial train in charge of Sheriff McCleary, has 
been literally populated by police. Nearly 100 
officers were on guard during the night, and 
when daylight came an equai num her: relieved 
them. A good deal of uneasiness was felt by 
depot officials, and not until the train 
hed pulled out did they once more 
freely. Ihe five cars, with 
blinds drawn and doors locked, in 
which the men were confined were guarded by 
police, Capt. McLaughlin and a squad of de- 
tectives. It was not until the detectives went 
on duty that the prisoners were given any 
water, and two men indulged so freely in the 
iced fluid that they became seriously ill. It 
yer not until after a lengthy conference with

but Michael Connors died almost before the 
day was two hours old.

CERTIFY TO HEAVY VALUATIONS. 


Records That the Committee of the Real 
Estate Board Are Beating. 

The Valuation committee of the Real Estate 
Board has during the month of June alone 
certified valuations to property to the gross 
amount of $5,000,000. In 1888 the committee 
placed valuations on property to the amount 
of $4,001.888. In 1889, $2,933,807. Property 
worth $1,620,015 was valued in 1890, Last 
year the valuations reached $2.659.929. The 
valuations for the first five months of this year 


have amounted to $4,053,707, or more than dur- 
ing any entire year prior to 1892. The total for 
the year averaging matters on a basis of the 
five months ending March 31 will mount up 
to at least $10,000,000, exclusive of the June 
quota of valuations. It is the unusually high 
amouut for the month of June which will be 
commented upon. The Chicago Terminal 
commission was the occasion of this. The 
Board Valuation committee was approached 
by the commission and requested to value an 
extensive list 4 in the down-town 
district bounded by State, Canal, Madison, 
ana Twenty-second streets. These valuations 
and the arguments based on them will be no 
unimportant feature of the report which is 
soon to be made by the Terminal commission. 
It will bring the elevated terminal question 
down from a theoretical to a perfectly practi- 
cal plane. 7 

A decision has just been rendered by Judge 
Tuley establishing a valuation of $4,200 a 
front foot on forty-six feet of frontage at Nos. 

7 and 209 Wabash avenue. This lot adjoins 
the James H. Walker store on Adams street, 
and is 171 feet deep.

K. Meyers’ saloon. It .consisted of a three- 
ounce shotgun cartridge shell filled with pow- 
der and securely wadded at the open end.

GRADUALLY GhOWING WEAKER, 


Cyrus W. Field Suffers Violent Attacks of 
Delirium—The End Near. 

New Yorx, July 7.-—[Special.}—Cyrus W. 
Field grew weaker today, and his condition 
tonight was more critical. At 8 o’clock this 
morning he had a violent fit of delirium, and 
was restrained with the utmost difficulty. Dr.

Fon CLEAN STREETS AND ALLEYS. 

Mayor Washburne's message to the Council 
Wednesday evening is a timely document. It 
covers pretty well the subject of city sanita- 
tion as it can be handled in the near future. 
Its recommendations are practical and free 
from the objection of being too general, and it 
very proverly includes a recognition ot the 
fact that the present difficulty is much greater 
than it would have been but for the extraor- 
dinary weather of the last two or three 
months, which has retarded public improve- 
ments fully sixty days and “ practically hung 
up a large number of ordinances for the im- 
provement and repairing of streets and al- 
leys “; also seriously interfering with the col- 
lection and disposition of garbage. 

The Mayor insisted upon prompt action by 
the Council before its summer adjournment, 
and even suggested that it would be well to de- 
fer the annual vacation till the business has 
been properly attended to. This because the 
time remaining is short in proportion to the 


work that ought to be done, and the reputa- 


tion of the eity is at stake. He recommended 
the passage of a general ordinance for the 
paving of all streets and alleys by special as- 
sessment within the district bounded by 
Twenty-sevond street, the lake, and North and 
Center avenues, with the repaving of all that 
have been paved previously but are now found 
to be out of repair. He indorsed the Swift 
ordinance for the speedy establishment of the 
required number of crematories for burning 
up the garbage of the city, favored 
the performance of the scavenger work 
by a plant owned by the city, ap- 
proved the suggestion by the Health Com- 
‘missioner for a mounted sanitary police, ur- 
gently recommended the extension of the elec- 
tric-light system, and called attention to the 
advisability and necessity of requiring a gen- 
eral use of broad-tire wheels for all traffic wag- 
ons in use within the city limits, as the narrow 
tires cyt the streets to pieces and quickly 
destroy pavements. He omitted to m- 
mend the cleaning and sprinkling of the 
streets by special assessment, but that need 
not prevent the Council from fully covering 
the point over as large an area as may be 
deemed advisable, which should include all 
the thoroughfares..under the control of 
the municipality which are most likely 
to be used by visitors to the Fair. He 
mentioned incidentally that contracts have 
been let for increasing the Bridgeport pump- 
ing-works, and that the city is now assured of 
a pure and ample water supply for next year. 

The Common Council is to be commended 
for the public.spirit in which these suggestions 
were received by its members, There was no 
disposition shown for vexatious delay, as in 
cases where references were moved there was 
at least room for question in regard to the 
best mode of procedure. The Council 
promptly passed a considerable number of 
ordinances for paving streets and alleys, be- 
ing nearly all that were presented, an order 
for the widening of Michigan avenue between 
Randolph and Twelfth streets, one for the ex- 
tension of the north shore tunnel to the two- 
mile emb, and one extending the fire limits to 
the district bounded by Fifty-first and Sixty- 
seventh streets, 

All of the items here named are in the line 
of action imperatively needed to bring the 
city up to a good sanitary status and demand- 
ed by alarge number of spirited and enter- 
prising citizens who stand ready to meet the 
expenditures that will be involved in putting 
the streets and alleys in presentable condition. 
They are far from being all that is required, 
and it is fervently to be hoped that the Alder- 
men will not weary in well doing immediately 
after having begun to show that they are alive 
to the necessities of the situation. They 
should not rest till they have provided for a 
proper eleaning of all paved streets and alleys 
and the sprinkling of all such streets by spe- 
cial assessments on the abutting property as 
soon as. proper arrangements can be made 
therefor, due respect being had to now-ex- 
isting contracts. The committee of taxpay- 
ers which petitioned the Council Wednesday 
urged that this should be done for the district 
bounded by the lake, Twelfth street, Halsted 
street, and Chicago avenue, and this at least 
ought to be granted. The special assessment 
system has been tried and found to work well 
in other cities. It should be undertaken here, 
and its urgent necessity is such that very few 
citizens would object to it on the score of the 
expense involved. 


SITUATION AT THE HOMESTEAD MILLS. 

The entire contest thus far at the Home- 
stead steel mills between the Carnegie com- 
pany aud its striking workmen has turned 
upon the issue of Pinkertonianism. No prop. 
erty of the company has been destroyed, 
though in the absence of efficient protection 
the strikers were in a position to have done so 
had they been so disposed. None of the off. 
cials of the company have been menaced. The 
resentment of the strikers was directed against 
the Pinkerton detectives, so called, alone, It 
will be fortunate if things remain in this situ- 
ation. 

The first step taken by the strikers was to 
drive out the deputies sent to the works by the 
Sheriff of Allegheny-County upon application 
of the company, and this was done without 
violence. The action of the Sheriff indeed was 
little less than farcical if he expected that 
eleven Deputy Sheriffs were going to cope 
with 5,000 enraged strikers and their thou- 
sands of sympathizers. The alacrity indeed 
with which the eleven deputies disregarded 
their duty and quit the premises at the first 
notification showed that they had no interest 
in staying there. Gov. Pattison therefore is 
right in his declaration that sufficient means 
had not been resorted to to put down this 
trouble. The civil authorities clearly had not 
done all that was withia their power. 

The next step was to call in Pinkerton's 
mercenaries from other States. They were 
not citizens of Pennsylvania. They came 
mainly from Chicago, New York, and Brook- 
lyn. They appeared there, not with police 
clubs, but with loaded Winchester rifles. They 
were not at the Hotnestead mills as parts of 
the police power of Pittsburg, or as militia of 
the State of Pennsylvania, of the County of 
Allegheny, or of the Borough of Homestead. 
They had not even been sworn iu as deputies, 
They were the private army of the company 
the iron and steel police, just as there are in 
that State railroad and coa! police, entirely 
independent of the civil authority, responsible 


only to the Carnegie company, not to the bur- 


ess of the borough or to the Sheriff of the 
county, and employed to execute its wishes.

PERVERTING FACTS TO BOLSTER UP A 
FALSEHOOD. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city is 
loud for free trade and accepts the free trade 
tariff plank of its party, and indorses 
its declaration that protection is uncon- 
stitutional, a fraud, and robbery of t 
many for the benefit of the fe. 
This organ is for the repeal of duties 
on all articles which compete with A merican 
products on the ground that such duties, giv- 
ing as they do protection to the American 
manufacturer, constitute an anconstitutional 
robbery. It holds that the effect of such duties 
is to put in the pockets of American manu fact- 
urers immense profits equal to the per cent of 
tariff over, and above the fair returns they 
would receive Were all those duties repealed. 
The organ contends that the abolition of those 
duties and thé extinction of the entire pro- 
tective system would not lower the wages of 
American workmen one cent. And finally it 
desires that the customs revenues should be 
obtained by duties on tea, coffee. and sugar, 
and a few luxuries instead of duties on com- 
petitive goods. 

This free trade organ says that the views it 
holds now were held by Tun Tann in 1890 
—that it was a free trade paper then. lu sup- 
port of this reckless statement it gives ex- 
tracts from editorials printed during that 
year protesting against the passage of the 
McKinley bill. The more intelligent readers 
of that concern will be at a loss to understand 
how opposition to a bill to largely iticrease a 
protective tariff furnishes proof that Tux 
TRIBUNE was against any protection. The 
junior organ rates the sense of its readers low 
when it tells them that this paper was for free 
trade and the repeal of all protective duties 
because it was against certain increased duties 
of the McKinley bill. 

The free trade concern tries to conceal the 
fact that there are low, high, and moderate 
protectionists. 

OThere is high protection, of which some of 
the features of the McKinley law are an illus- 


tration. There is moderate protection, like) 


that recommended by the Potter Republican 
Tariff Commission report of 1882. There is 
low protection, of which the Democratic tariff 
of 1846 is an instance. For ten years Tun 
Tripune has advocated that moderate sort of 
protection proposed by the Porter Tariff 
Commission of 1882. Occupying that position 
it said many things against what it deemed to 
be the too high protection and the unneces- 
sarily high duties of the law of 1890, It has 
reason to believe that the people agreed with 
its view of the case. The elections of 1890 
show the people were against excessive pro- 
tection. 

In the days before the war, when a man said 
that he was opposed to holding black men as 
slaves, the Democrat of that period was ac- 
customed to say therefore you are in favor 
of your sister matrying. a nigger.’’ When 


Tus Tripune says that it believes the duties 


on wool and woolen goods were raised unnec- 
essarily by the McKinley Tariff law the free 
trade organ with equal logic says: There- 
fore Tun Tsun is in favor of free trade. 

This paper would suggest to the Herald 
not to presume too much on the ignorance of 
its readers, or to assume that they will follow 
it in assuming that because Tur Trisuns is 
opposed to increasing some protective duties, 
which were high enough, it is therefore in 
favor of repealing all protective duties. The 
Herald has-succeeded in stating its own tariff 
position with great clearness. All understand 
that it goes with the party platform for the 
abolition of all protection and the opening of 
our ports to the free importation of all kinds 
of competitive foreign goods. And it 
is engaged in the uphil! and arduous task of 
persuading the wageworkers that an inunda- 
tion of this country by cheap labor European 
manufactures will not reduce their high 
wages nor disturb their employment. This 
job will so occupy the strength and mind of 
the Herald that it would do well not to waste 
any of its energies in also endeavoring to 
show that being a moderate protectionist is 
the same thing as being opposed to all protec.» 
tion and therefore a free trader. 


ARBITRATE THE HOMESTEAD STRIKE. 
The intrusion of the Pinkertonian question 


has thrust out of sight for the moment the real 
matter at issue between the men who worked 
in the mulls at Homestead and their employers. 
The dispute is whether the latter can continue 
paying the wages they did when their product 
sold for 14 per cent more than it does now. 

When the wage scale was made three years 
ago it was based on the minimum price of 
steel billets of $25 per ton. The men have 
been paid on that basis, although the market 
price has gone down to $22.50 and was at that 
figure for some little time. Therefore the em? 
ployés made a better bargain than the em- 
ployers. If nv $25 minimum had been agreed 
on, and the understanding had been that 
wages were to fall as the price of steel fell, the 
workmen would have been getting, under 
their own agreement, wages almost 12 per 
cent lower than those they were receivmg 
when the arrangement of 1889 came to an 
end. 

The time having come to arrange a new 
scale the men said they were willing to accept 
wages based on a minimum price of $24 per 
ton. The company demanded a minimum of 
$23, and also insisted on certain reductions in 
wages independent of and in addition to the 
reduction m the scale, which would affect 
only about 325 men in all. As the men would 
not accept the $23 minimum the other matter 
was not discussed. 

The argument of the men is in brief that 
the company can afford to pay the present 
scale and make money. Or, if the company 
should lose something, it can afford to do so. 
They say that Mr. Carnegie has been getting 
richer and richer during the last three years, 
though steel billets were selling at $22 a ton, 
and their wages were based on the assump- 
tion that they brought $25, and that if the re- 
tention of the present wages means a loss of 
money Mr. Carnegie can stand it much better 
than they, as he is a multi-millionaire. 

The company says that it cannot make a 
fair and legitimate profit at the present rate 
of wages, and that it cannot be expected to 
run its works ata loss for the benefit of 
others; that it believes it can get men 
who will work for it at the wages if offers to 
give, and that it intends to hire them and keep 
on making steel. 

The old hands say the company shall do noth- 
ing of the kind—that nobody shall be allowed 
to work at the lower rates, even if he wants to. 
There they lock horns, as those who hire and 
those who are hired have done, with 5 
2 tnousands of times before.

the case ia such disagreements as this, where 
the price of products has fallen, that each side 
wants the other to shoulder the entire burden. 
Labor wishes capital to stand the entire loss. 
Capital is quite willing if it can to put it all 
on labor. One side hates smaller dividends 
or no dividends about as much as the other 
does smaller wages, The arbiter decides that 
the loss must be shared—that both dividends 
and wages must drop until times ng 
Generally such awards have been 

There is no reason why the Homestead com- 
pany should not be willing to submit this mat- 
ter to arbitratidn. There is no law to force it 
todoso. But there is a great deal of law 
which is not written. Nomunally this immense 
steel corporation and a boss carpenter stand 
on the same footing. Practically they do 
not. A concern which employs 4,000 men, on 
whose conduct depends the peace and prosper- 
ity of an entire community, and which can by 
one rash act convulse a State and excite a na- 
tion, is not on the same plane with a boss car- 
penter with his two hired men. It has duties 
and obligations towards society which it must 
not forget, and not the least of them 1s to do 
all in its power, and make all the concessions 
it can, to preserve civil and industrial peace. 


FREE TRADE AND THE STEEL-WORKERS. 

Steel billets have been selling at $22.50 per 
ton. That is equivalent to a cent and a tenth 
a pound. The duty on imported steel costing 
more than acenta pound is half a cent a 
pound or $10 on a ton. That is quite suf- 
ficient to protect the American against the 
com petition of the foreign manufacturer. 

Being well aware of these facts Mr. Carne- 
gie’s workmen say: You have a protection 
of $10 a ton and you also have the protection 
of ocean and raiiroad freights. Being thus 
effectually sheltered from English, French, 
German, and Belgian competition you can 
afford to pay us the old wages. It is not fair 
to charge the consumer that $10 and pocket 
the proceeds yourselves, as Gur Democratic 
statesnien tell us you are doing. We want our 
share.“ 

The reply of the company is: We ſ admit 
that we are mot troubled by our foreign rivals, 
but you lose sight of the fact that domestic 
competition has driven down prices so much 
that the consumer is not charged nearly all 
of that ten dollars extra you speak of. The 
American steel he buys does not cost him the 
foreign price with ten dollars a ton added, 
but only three or four dollars a ton above the 
foreign price. More steel is being made in 
this country than there are purchasers for. 
Many establishments, being in immediate 
need of money, put their product on the mar- 
ket at cut rates and have forced down prices. 
There will be no change for the. better till 
some of these competing concerns go tosmash 
or shut down and thé increased demand clears 
the market of surplus stocks. Then prices 
will advance and wages can go up. Or im- 
provements and ecohomies may be intro- 
duced in the manufacture which will enable 
better wages to be paid though the price of 
the product does net advance. This, in ef- 
fect, is the reply of the employer to his men. 

There is no question that domestic com peti- 
tion has forced prices down till steel sells for 
six dollars a ton below the protection of the 
tariff rate, or for only about four dollars more 
than it does in Europe. But assuming that at 
a price of $22.50 per ton the steel manufact- 
urers could afford to continue paying the old 
wages, and that the workmen are justified in 
fighting against a cut, who is ready to assert 
that the former could continue to pay the old 
wages if the protective duties were repealed, 
and steel costing $18aton in England were 
sent here by the shipload to compete with 
Pennsylvania steel? Ifthe American manu- 
facturers had to ask 25 per cent less than they 
do now in order to meet foreign competition, 
how long could they keep on paying present 
wages? 

It is clear that domestic competition has 
gone so far that if it does not justify a cut in 
wages it ison the verge of doing so. Evi- 
dently the result of foreign. competition, if it 
were given free scope, would be a heavy re- 
duction in wages, And in view of the stub- 
bornness with which steel manufacturers re- 
fuse to keep on paying old wages when they 
get but $22.50 a ton for their steel, it 1s easy to 
see how fixed their determination would be 
not to pay the present wages if they got but 
about $18 4 ton. 

If the present fight over a comparatively 
small reduction is soserious in its nature 
imagine the gravity of the situation when the 
removal of protection demanded by a Demo- 
cratic platform cailed imperatively for a 
much heavier reduction. And if a small re- 
duction in the wages of a few thousand men 
in one trade causes so great a commotion, im- 
agine the effect of a great cut first in the pay 
of millions of men engaged in all the pro- 
tected industries in the United States; and 
second in that of the multitudes of men em- 
ployed in building trades, transportation, and 
other buisnesses. The Homestead mill 
trouble would be as a molehill to Mount Vesu- 
vius in an eruption.

The street was 
cut across for the purpose of laying gas or 
water pipe, the earth thrown in loosely, water 
turned from a hose pipe as the laziest possible 
way of settling it,“ and then the pavement 
relaid. The city contains many hundreds of 
examples of similar rascally work attending 
the laying of pipes longitudinally. The east 
aide of Dearborn, between Madison and Mon- 
roe, contains one of tnem. It is horribly out 
of level. It presents a series of dish-like areas 
in which the water settles after a shower, and 
lies there till evaporation has carried off so 
much of it as does not soak into the wooden 
block pavement to rot it prematurely. That 
is the way in which good pavements are 
spoiled by wholesale, and robbery committed 
in open daylight on the men who have paid 
their assessments for the paving of the street. 
The taxpayers are out to the tune of many 
thousands of dollars in this way through the 
last laying of gas pipes by a company which 


does not want to use them for the serving of 


gas to citizens. It is too much trouble to 
tamp the earth into solidity after it has been 
dug out, and so the city is disgraced by a lot 
of street pavements which have been well 
paid for, but are spoiled in a tenth part of the 
time they would wear out naturally. Yet we 
have a host of mon paid to inspect the city in 
different aspects, and see that things are kept 
straight, who have no eyes for these enormi- 
ties, and perhaps are not authorized to look 
after them.

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LIBERALS MODIFY THEIR VIEWS. 


Not Now Counting on a Great Majority— 
Midlothian Not Highly Enthusiastic. 

Lonpon, July 7.— The loss of a seat in New- 
castie-on-T'yne is the greatest shock the Lib- 
erals have yet received. The London Execu- 
tive committee admits its surprise at the fact 
that the Tory candidate was at the top of the 
poll. They were confident of the return of 
both Mr. Morley and Mr. Craig. They are 
amazed that the Tory candidate should have 
been elected and more amazed at his immense 
majority. This election has had a panicky 
effect at the Liberal headquarters. 

The Executive committee still anticipates a 
Gladstonian majority but modifies its fore- 
casts, which vary from fifty to 100. No Lib- 
eral now predicts sweep the country, with 
a resultant majority of 150. It is generally 
admitted that Mr. Gladstone will only bo re- 
turned to power and be sustained in his place 
by the Irish vote. 

It is probable that William O’Brien, who 
was yesterday elected in Cork City and toda 
in the northeast division of Cork Covnty, will 
decide to sit for Cork City. In thw event 
Thomas Sexton, who was defeated by a Union- 
ist in West Belfast yesterday, will stand for 
the northeast. division of the county in the 
anti-Parnellite interest. 

The Edinburg correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that Mr. Gladstone’s reception 
in Midlothian has been far less enthusiastic 
than usual. His friends admit that the ma- 
jority he bad in 1885 may be reduced by thou- 
sands of votes. The indications are that there 
will be a far greater reduction than his friends 
concede, if his majority is not entirely wiped 


out,

The Director-General of Revenue in his 
answer says it is yet too early to form a defi- 
nite opinion on the effects of the agreement. 
He suggests, however, that the favors granted 
hy the ment to imports from the United 
States should in some cases be ther 
abotished andin others modified. He thinks, 
for instance, that American lard, butter, 
cheese, canned goods, cotton fabrics, timber 
and its manufactures should pay the same 
duty as similar merchandise from other coun- 
tries, while American beans, pork, cottonseed 
oil, and mechanic tools, instead of being ad- 
mitted free, as is the case under the reciproc- 
ity agreement, should only be favored with a 
reduction of 25 per cent on the regular duty. 

The Inspector of Customs at this port 
agrees with the Director-General of Revenue 
in thinking that it is yet too early to form a 
definite opinion on the effects of the treaty, 
which he believes, however, to be detrimental 
to the interests of Brazil. 


DISSATISFIED WITH THE TREATY. 


Foreign 1 in Samoa Suggest 
Changes in the Ferlin Agreement. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 7.—The steam- 
ship Alaineda brings information today from 
Samoa that King Malietoa has appointed 
Thomas Mabeu to be Secretary of State. Up 
to this time Baron von Pilsach, in his connec. 
tion with the Samoan Government, has occu- 
pied various positions, including those of 
advisor to the King, Treasurer, and President 
vt the Municipal Council, and the appaint- 
meut of Mabeu has givén rise to some specu- 
lation as to the future policy of the Samoan 
Government in regard to the creation of a 
ministry on recognized lines, The Samoan 
Times commenting on the situation says: 

The foreign residents of Samoa are anxious! 
looking forward to such alterations and amend- 
ments ip the Berlin final act of 1889 as may con- 
duce to the future 1 the country. It 
cannot be denied t the lin treagy, as at 

resent constituted, has been a most entable 

ailure in ite most important clauses. This is 
fully recognized by those in authority in these 
islands, and representations have been, we know, 
made by them to three signatory powers with the 
object of obtaining a reconsideration of the mat- 
ter. The Apia public, as a body, has also by 
special committee given expression to their opin- 
ions by forwarding to these three powers, a 
their respective consular representatives in 
Samoa, such suggestions and alterations as the 
foreign residents, as a body in public assembly, 
have concurred in. We have not as yet heard 
which, if any, of the powers has taken this im- 
portant step. There should surely be no diffi- 
culty in this matter, because all nationalities are 
affected alike by the want of practicability 
which is so evident in the present treaty. 


DON’T WANT ANNEXATION, 


Hawaiian Ministers Believe Talk of It Will 
Cause Trouble. J 
Honor uro. July 7.—Tbe charges ef treason 
against Robert W. Wilcox, Lot Lane, F. Palan, 
John Brown, Ksbheiwaena, and Keliikuewa 
have been dismissed, and they were released 
June 25, after having been imprisoned with- 
out bail for thirty-six days. June 27 Wilcox 
was sworn in as a member of the Legislature 
from Wainlua and Koolaulea, Oahu, and took 
his seat. Among the items which caused dis- 
cussion during the consideration of appro- 
priation bills in the Legislature were two— 
Envoy of Washington, 512.000,“ and Cler- 
ical aid and expenses of legation, $2,000,’’— 
caused discussion in Committee of the Whole. 
Minister Widemann read from the report of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to show the 
protest of the late H. A. P. Carter, while Min- 
ister of the United States, against the action 
of the latter country towards Hawaii in the 
matter of the tariff bill. He said America 
‘was the nearest and dearest neighbor of 
Hawati, and the latter should cultivate the 
friendliest of relations and retain its repre- 
sentative at headquarters. Rep Kamanoha 
said he had read in newspapers that the 
Hawaiian envoy at Washington was working 
in favor of annexation. If: that were so there 
was trouble ahead. 
Ex-Attorney-General Alfred S8. Hartwell

Epidemic in Paris Said te Be Imminent. 


The Lancet recently sent a special corre- 
spondent to Paristo make an independent 
investigation of the health of the city as af. 
fected by the water supply, believing the 
facts in regard to the existence of a type of 
cholera were being cuncealed by the Parisian 
authorities. The special man reports that the 
fears expressed by the paper are borne out by 
the facts, and that it will be impossible to 
much longer disguise the existence of an epi- 
demic. The area covered is large and di- 
verse and the deaths of the sufferers rapid. 
The situation is alarming, but the Parisians 
do not seem to have any fears for their own 
safety, and their chief concern appears to be 
to avoid making any admissions or taking any 
steps which will tend to frighten away for- 
eigners, and especially Americans, from whom 
a rich harvest of gold is being looked forward 
to this season.

LAK£-FRONT ORDINANCE WAS ACCEPTED 


However, Was Not Recorded — What 

World’s !air Directors ust Do. 

The ordinance granted by the City Council 
to the World’s Fair Sept. 15, 1890, was ac- 
cepted at a meeting of the Board of Directors 
Sept. 18, three days later. This discovery was 
made yestérday morning by W. K. Carlisle, the 
attorney for the World’s Fair. Mr. Cariisle 
hae previously been in doubt about the mat- 
ter. But when he looked through the records 
of the Exposition company he found a record 
of its acceptance, 

Of course I don’t know whether the city 
authorities were informed of the acceptance, 
said Mr. Carlisle, “but there is no doubt 
that such action was taken. This does 
away with the fears of friends of the Fair that 
the Exposition might become involved in an 
unpleasant controversy with the City Council 
in securing another ordinance for the use of 
the Lake-F ront.”’ 

From the city’s standpoint the case stands 
thus: The action of the Board of Directors 
is not an acceptance of the ordinance. 
Such acceptance, to be valid, should 

made of record in the office 
of the City Clerk. There is no 
such record, and that being the case the rec- 
ord of the Board of Directors is of little con- 
sequence. The whole subject will cone 
before the Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds at its meeting in 
a few days. Ald. Madden, a member of 
that committee, said yesterday that the fail- 
ure of the World’s Fair Directors to acvept 
the ordinance render it null and void and the 
committee would so hold. Ifthe W orld’s Fair 
directors wish to make their title clear in the 
Lake Front they will have to apply for a new 
ordinance,

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CONGRESS WILL INVESTIGATE THE 


HOMESTEAD TROUBLES.

Senator Palmer Says the Strikers Were in 
the Right—Voorhees Lays the Blame on 
the Kepublicans—Is Answered by Bale 
—Kesolutions Condemning the Pinker- 
tons Reported to the tiouse—Buchanan 
Makes a Vigorous Protest Against the 
Detectives as an Unlawful Organization. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., July 7.—The speech of 
Mr. Palmer in the Senate today on the resolu- 
tions for an inquiry into the battle at Home- 
stead, Pa., between the Pinkerton forces and 
the striking workmen was remarkable for the 
advanced position taken by the [Illinois 
Senator in maintaining the right of factory | 
and railroad employés to continuous employ- 
ment at reasonably fair rates of compensc- 
tion. 

Mr. Voorhees’ speech.on the same subject 
was made up principally of an attack on the 
Republican party and its policy of protection, 
to which he ascribed the crop of labor riots 
all over the country. He was replien to by 
Mr, Hale, who criticised him for converting 
such a grave matter as the Homestead con- 
flict into a question of partisan politics. The 
resolutions were referred to the Committee on 
Contingent Expenses, and are sure to be re- 

rted back for action and perhaps fer further 

ebate tomorrow. 

In the course of the discussion Mr, Stew- 
art remarked that it seemed beyond contro- 
versy that the managers of the Carnegie 
works had employed a murderous gang. 
Whatever rey ne have precéded the trouble; 
whatever the aboringisen might have done, 
that did not mitigate the offense of bring ng 
into use an armed of assassins. 
That was a serious blow to law and 
order. It endangered the life and prop. 
erty of avery citizen and encour 
anarchy. It was the most audacious and out- 
rageous transaction that had occur in 
many years. That 300 armed men should 
have been brought from different cities pre- 
pared for war, brought in during the night 
to make war upon laborers of the country, 
was a fact that must attract the attention of 
the whole cpyntry and that could not be con- 
demned in too strong language. 

Mr. Palmer said that the presence of the 
Pinkerton armed force at Homestead was in 
Beansyly of the authority of the State of 
Pennsylvania, Its manner was menacing and 
insult It was difficult for American citi- 
zens whether they were in the right.or in the 
wrong—to submit to being driven by an 
armed force. He confessed that every im- 
pulse of his mind tem him to say that he 
should dislike bemg driven—even though in 
the wrong—by a power which might happen 
to be in the right. He maintained, however, 
that those citizens of Homestead were right. 
He maintained that according to the princi- 
ples of law whicn should hereafter be ap * 
to the solution of those troubles they h 
right to be there. 

nat made it necessary for him to assert 
that these men had a right to employment 
there. They had earned the right to live 
there. Those large manufacturing establish- 
ments would have to be, hereafter, regarded 
as political establishments in a modified 
sense and their owners would have to be re- 
garded as holding their property subject to 
the correlative rights of those without whose 
services the property would be utterly value- 
less.

TO INVESTIGATE THE RIOTS, 


Resolutions Presented to the House—Mem- 
bers Denounce the Pinkertons, 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 7.—The House Ju- 
diciary committee today had under considera- 
tion the resolution introduced yesterday by 
Mr. Williams of Massachusetts calling for an 
investigation into the troubles at Homestead, 
Pa., and promptly authorized Mr. Oates to 
report upon it favorably to the House. The 
resolution is as follows: 

WHeERE«S, The Pinkerton detective or private 
police force to the number of several hundred is 
now engaged in an armed conflict at Homestead, 
Pa., with the late employés of the Carnegie iron 
works at said place, and great loss of human life 
and destruction of private property are likely to 
result from the same; and 

WHEREAS, the Judiciary committee has been 
directed by a resolution of the House to investi- 
ate the nature and character of employment of 
Pinkerton detectives by corporations engaged in 
inter-State commerce; therefore be it 

Resolved. That the said committee shall investi- 
gate and report on the character of the employ- 
ment of the said forces inthe present instance 
and the causes and condition of the sanguinary 
conflict now going on at Homestead, Pa.

Ben- 
jamin F. Butler was President, Col. and ex- 
Congressman Logan H. Roots, a banker of 
Little Rock, Ark., was Vice-President, and 
J. W. Hyatt, ex- Treasurer of the United States, 
was Treasurer.

THE LAUNCH OF THE VALLEY CITY. 


Grand Rapids to Have Water Communica- 
tion with Grand Haven. 

Granp Rarrps, Mich., July 7.—[Special.]— 
The new steamboat, the Valley City, was 
launched here shortly after noon today in the 
presence of a great crowd. The weather was 
fine and there was considerabie enthusiasm at 
the success of the undertaking, which has 


| been looked forward to for months past with 


much curiosity. For more than twenty years 
this city has been without proper steamboat 
communication for freight and passengers 
with the port of Grand Haven, notwithstanc- 
ing tne fact that.the picturesque Grand River, 
which flows through this city to Lake Michi- 
gan, is navigable for forty miles all through 
he season for light draft craft. Abouttwo

ke and river navigator, was consulted as to 
the feasibility of constructing a commodious 
vessel suitable for this river. He traveled over 
its entire length from city to port in order to 
make the necessary soundings and came to 
the conclusion that he could solve the prob- 
lem. Upon his representations,a few members 
of the Grand Rapias Board of Trade became 
interested in the matter, and through the ep- 
terprise of the Craig Shipbuilding company of 
Toledo a company was organized to build a 
boat to carry 800 passengers and 300 tons of 
freight at a cost of about $25,000. 

vessel has been constructed by the To- 
Its extreme length is 160 feet, 
with a 30-feet beam and a 5-feet molded depth. 
The hult is of steel, and is fitted with nine 
watertight compartments. It will draw four- 
teen inches light. The engines and boilers are 
on the main deck, while the upper deck is fur- 
nished with a commodious cabin for ladies 
and gentlemen, fitted with all modern im- 
provements. On the hurricane deck is the 
wheel-house and texas, with the Captain's 
room. The two engines are of 170 horse- 
power, with 12x60-inch cylinders, and the 
boilers 3x4 shell, 25 feet long, with a steam 
pressure of 187 pounds. The stern paddle has 
a diameter of 18 feet, with a 20-feet bucket, 
and the rate of speed is estimated at seventeen 
miles an hour in deep water. Thé steering 
gear consists of three rudders worked inde- 
pendently of each other. All the upper works 
are constructed of white pine, so as to render 
them as light as possible, and the boat will be 
furnished with a 2,500 candle-power electric 
search light, and illuminated in every part 
with incandescent burners, 

Great interest has been taken in the under- 
taking by the citizens, as it was generally con- 
sidered such a means of transportation on 
the Grand River was among the impoassibili- 
ties.

NAVAL MEN ARE WELL PLEASED. 


Plans for Battleships Recently Authorized 
Nearly Completed. 

Wasarnetoyn, D. C., July ,7.—[Special.]— 
Naval officials are satisfied with the agree- 
ment reached by the conferrees on the Naval 
Appropriation bill. Two large ships are as 
many as were expected, but when the Senate 
increased the number to thirteen some of the 
officials were encouraged to believe that four 
or five might be authorized. This would have 
been done had the officials been willing to 
allow the battleship to drop out and take sev- 
eral torpedo boats instead, but the Secretary 
and his advisers agreed that the larger vessels 
are the most essential at this tine. The de- 
signing bureau commenced some weeks ago 
on the plans for the several types of vessels 
proposed by the bill as it came from the Sen- 
ate and are now so well advanced with those 
for the two ships just authorized that there 
will be little delay in 3 for bids for 
their construction after the bill has been a 
proved by the President. This will not only 
expedite work on the new navy, but will ena- 
ble contracts to be closed*during the present 
administration. 

The preliminary plans for the enlarged New 
York contemplate a vessel of 9,000 tons dis- 
placement, 400 feet in length, sixty-five feet 
in breadth, twenty-four feet draught, with 
sufficient. horse power to guarantee twenty 
knots speed. The battery will be heavier than 
that of the New York, the plan cailing for ten- 
inch instead of six-inch guns. There will also 
be a different distribution of the battery so as 
to _— a wide range of fire. 

The designs for the new battleship have 
not developed. far enough for any detailed 
description, but it may be said generally that 
it is to have a displacement of 10,500 tons, but 

ill be an improvement over the others in 
thickness of armor, arrangéinent and 
strength of battery and machinery. The de- 
partment has obtained many a points 
from a new French battleship, Messina, 
soon to be laid down. This vessel, with the 
view to obtaining great speed, will have triple 
screws, an entirely new departure fort a battle- 
ship. A speed of eighteen knots will be called 
for, The department is also studying plans 
of a number of other foreign battleships, the 
pu being to get the good inte from 
each, but to pattern after no particular one.

NEW UNIVERSAL SCALE OF WAGES, 


Uniform Pay for all Classes of Employes 
on the Different Roads, 

In its issue of this week the Railway Age 
and Northwestern Raitiroader will publish an

Rates for Muck Bar,

IRON WORKERS’ PAY. 


WHAT CARNEGIE’S MILL HANDS 
HAVE BEEN RARNING. 


Many of Them Have Been Getting $10 to 
$15 a Pay—The Schedule of Wages 
‘Under the Old Scale Given—Changes 
That It Ws Proposed to Make—A West- 
ern Manager of the Company Reviews 
the Situation and the Causes of the 
Recent Trouble at Homestead. 


Chicago Evening Journal: “There are just 
three questions involved in the present diffi- 
culty at Homestead,” said the Western man- 
ager of the Carnegie company today. These 
are: A reduction in the minimum of the scale 
from $25 to $23 per ton for 4x4 Bessemer bil- 
lets; a change in the date of the expiration of 
the scale from June 30 to Dec. 31; and a re- 
duction in tonnage rates at those furnaces and 
mills where important improvements have 
been made and new machinery has been add- 
ed that has greatly increased their output, and, 
consequently, the earnings of the workmen. 
Where no such improvements or additions 
have been made no reduction in tonnage rates 
are asked. 

8 The compensation of skilled labor in the 
mills is graded according to the seiling price 
of steel billets. The scale that the works have 
been running under and which expired June 
30 made the minimum price $25 a ton, and if 
steel billets sold higher than that the work- 
men were paid morein proportion. If, how- 
ever, they sold for less than $25 there was to 
be no reduction in wages. We have sold thou- 
sands of tons at $22.50, but the workmen re- 
ceived pay at $25. (Ine would suppose that 
where an employé insists on sharing in the in- 
creased profits of his employer due to brisk 
markets he would consent to a corresponding 
reduction in bad times. These men can see 
no logic in such a theory, however. The price 
of steel billets has now ruled so low for so 
long a period that we think the minimum on 
which the new scale should be based should 
be $23. The Amalgamated Association de- 
mands that it should be $24, and we will not 
consent to it. 

Date of the Scale, 

Now, as to the second point in dispute, 
the changing of the date of expiration of the 
scale from June 30 to December 31. In every 
branch of our business, as is customary in 
every business in the country, the books are 
closed for the year, the profits or losses figured, 
and we start again on a fresh basis. Cost of 
labor is the only exception, and in the middle 
A the year when we are rushed with work, 

his question comes up for adjustment, and 
we have to submit to the most arrogant de- 
mands and exorbitant terms, or else the men 
threaten th shut down the works. This 
question could just as well be adjusted 
Jan. 1, but no. The men realize that 
they have us at an advantage in the busy sea- 
son and refuse to change the date. They have 
actually no interest in their employer’s wel- 
fare, their sole aim being to force every cent 
and dollar they can from him. And it is the 
Carnegie company that always had to suffer 
at this period. Our competitors, who are 
running mills where from 500 to 1,500 men 
are employed, say to th ‘+ men, Well, you 
keep right dloug at work, boys, and whatever 
Carnegie pays we'll pay. As a consequence 
the odtum and opprobrium always falls on us, 
while these other firms reap the benefit. We 
are tired of such a condition, and mean that 
they shall share their due portion of the 
wrong and publicity, 

“The third and last question at issue, bes 
reduction of tonnage rates where impro 


machinery has simplified the work and in- 


creased the output, is probably the most im- 
portant of all, and the one on which the great- 
est amount of public misconception exists. 
This question a but eomparatively few 
men. At the Homestead works we have 3,800 
men on our pay-roll, and of these 280 are af- 
fected by the tonnage on. The total 
number of men affected by the tonnage re- 
duction and the scale minimum is only 328, or 
less than 10 per cent of the hands employed. 
These 325 men are responsible for the deplor- 
able state of affairs now existing at Home- 
stead, and their wages range from $2.25 to 
$14.66 a day, but a few making the lowest fig- 
ure, while the majority range from $6 to $10 


per day. 
Big Pay for Workmen. 

% The scale under which the men have been 
working was inaugurated in 1889 for three 
years, based on a minimum of $26.50 for 
steel billets. We have, by the introduction of 
machinery, enabled men to turn out one-half 
as much again work as they did when the 
scale was ag on. As a consequence, 
where they were perfectly satisfled at that 
time with an arrangement that enabled them 
to make, say $10 a day, they now make $15, 
We think that a slightly lower rate per ton 
would be merely equitable to us and allow us 
to reap some increased benefit by the intro- 
duction of the machine® also allowing the 
men to share in their benefits. But 
they say no. ‘We want the same rate. 
If by the use of machines we turn out half as 
much work again a day that’s our good luck, 
and you are a fool for putting them in. You 
have invested a large capital in these ma- 
chines, but we'll reap all the benefits.’ The 
fact is that even with the reduction of the 
minimum scale to $23 the earnings of the men 
will be greater than under the $26.50 rate in 
force in 1889, when the late scale took effect, 
simply because of the assistance of the ma- 
chines, 

The lowest wages paid by the Carnegie com- 
pany at the works in Homestead is $1.50 a 
day, and that is for wholly unskilled labor, 
men who shovel cinders and such like occupa- 
tions. roll amounts to over $200, 

a month, 

There are men working in these mills who 
come down to work in their carriages and 
have them call for them at the expiration of 
their shifts. These men are not overseers, but 
mechanics, who would not earn $50 a month 
if dependent on their brains for a 4 They 
are not open to reason, and think t can 
force us to pay anything they demand. re 
is no sense of justice about them. The fact 
that steel billets have decreased in price from 
$25 to $22.40 on June 2, or that beams, one of 
the principal products of the Homestead 
works, have fallen since Jan. 1 of this year 
from 3.10 cents a pound to two cents, a decline 
of 336 per cent, and that plates have declined 
from 20 to 25 per cent in value, has no effect 
on them. They are superior to all reason. 
They wiil not work themselves or allow us to 
hire men in their places. They have wives 
and children dependent on them, say. 
There are lots of men with wives and children 
who would be glad to work at the wages these 
men reject, but they threaten to kill any such 
men we bring in. ; 

No Opposition to Unions. 

“There is no opposition to union labor on 
Mr. Carnegie's part; neither is there on the 
part of Mr. Phipps or Mr. Frick. These gen- 
tlemen are heartily in sympathy with organ- 
ized labor, and have only one objection to 
urge—that it does not protect the employers; 
the bargain is one-sided. There are mills in 
Pittsburg and vicinity, competing with us at 
every point, who by reason of the fact that 
they are running with non-union men are 
often enabled to underbid us for work. These 
concerns are not molested. Why doesn’t the 
Amaigamated Association bring them into 
the union fcid so that they cannot take ad- 
vantage of the concerns that do stand by the 
union?
